Fornier Interior Secretary 
Will Be Required to Tes- 
tify Before Senate In- 
quisitors.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Albert 

B. Fall, former Sécretary of the 
Int@rior, is in condition to appear 
for’ examination in the Senate oil 
inquiry, the investigating commit- 
tee was told today by the special 
medical commission appointed to 
examine him. 

Chairman Lenroot of the Inves- 
tigating Committee announced 
that, on the basis of the report, a 
new subpena would be issued for 
Fah, requiring his presence before 
the Senate Committee at 10 a. m. 
tomorrow. 

The committee of physicians, 
which was appointed after Fall's 
do had reported him unable 
to Zo before the committee, sub- 
mitted a written statement, which 
saié*that the former Secretary was 
under a nervous strain but that his 
genéral appearance was fairly 
g004. 

The statement submitted by the 
doctors follows: , 

“Mr. Fall shows the effect of se- 
vere nervous strain, but his general 
appearance is fairly good. He is 
somewhat anemic looking and his 
musteles are flabby. The radials 
are #oft, the pulse 92 to the minute 
and regular. The blood pressure is 
170 systolic and $e diastolic. 

“The heart is normal as to size 
and sounds. The lungs are appar- 
ently normal, The abdomen is neg- 
‘ative except for slight tenderness 
in the gall-bladder region. 

“We are told by the attending 
physician that there is no evidence 
of disease of the kidneys. He its in 
an anxiety state, but there is no 
evidence of organic nervous disease 
and no psycholic symptoms.

REPUBLICANS IN EFFORT 
TO SAVE DENBY DEMAND 
THAT ALL GUILTY RESIGN 


Under-Cover Movement Hasn’t Progressed 
Far Enough for Sponsors to Tell Whether 
It Is Likely to Prevail.

der cover, in a desperate effort to 
save the face of Secretary of the 
Navy Denby and of the adminis- 
tration generally, some of the Re- 
publican leaders of the Senate are 
working to procure the adoption of 
a substitute for the pending reso- 
lution calling for Denby’s resigna- 
tion from the Cabinet. 

Omitting specific reference to the 
Secretary of the Navy, the pro- 
posed substitute would demand the 
resignation of all officers of the 
Government who have been guilty 
of “misfeasance or malfeasance” in 
office in connection with the leas- 
ing of the navy oil reserves. 

The movement to get Denby's 
name eliminated from the resolu- 
tiom has not progressed far enough 
for its sponsors to tell whether it 
is likely to prevail against the 
present “no quarter” attitude of the 
Democrats. When the debate 
opened today, the prospect for mod- 
ification looked squally. 

The kbynote of the Republican 
defense against the Democratic de- 
mand for the Secretary’s scalp was 
sounded yesterday by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts, the Re- 
publican leader, who declared in a 
speech showing great feeling tha‘ 
it would be contrary to the funda- 
mental law of the land and to 
American principles of fair play io 
condemn Secretary Denby without 
trial. Lodge _ said that Denby 


wrongdoing on his part had been 
established. To pass the pending 
resolution, he said, would be “an 
outrage on justice” and a>resort to 
“Lynch law.” 

Merciless Attack Kept Up. 

Throughout yesterday’s session 
the Democrats kept up a merciless 
attack on their opponents. The 
Walsh (Dem., Mont.) resolution di- 
recting the President to start legal 
proceedings to cancel’the leases and 
punish any criminal offense that 
may have been committed in the 
leasing. transactions, was” ; assed 
without a dissenting vote, after a 
combmation of Democrats and in- 
surgent Republicans had _ voted 
down every effort to soften its 
terms. 

The vote on the amendments, in- 
cidentally, showed anew the power 
of the La Follette group to wreck 
the plans of the regu!ar Republic-

The Democrats gave their oppo- 
nents the hard choice of voting for 
the resolution as it stood, with all 
its biting phrases, or of going on 
record as opposed to court action 
in the o?!] leasing scandal. No Re- 
publican cared or dared to take 
the latter position. 

Consequently, the Republicans, 
one by one, as the roll was called, 
were compelled to say by their 
“aye’’ votes on the resolution that 
the leases signed bv Cabinet offi- 
cers of the Republican administra- 
ton were “executed under circum- 
stances indicating fraud and cor- 
ruption;” that the leases were “en. 
tered into without authority” ani 
“in violation of the laws of Con- 
gress;’’ and that the leases were 
made “in deflance of the settled 
policy’ of the Government,  ad- 
hered to through three successive 
administrations’ —taht is to aay, 
through the administrations of 
Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson, and up 
to but not including the Harding 
administration. 

The vote for the Walsh resolu- 
tion, after all efforts to tone it 
down were defeated, was unanim- 
ous, 89 Senators present voting.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. 
NDICATIONS were given it 
[ ine White House today that 
Thomas W. Gregory, former 
Attorney-General, would not be 
employed as special counsel in 
the oil land lease cases in view 
of the testimony today of E. L. 
Doheny before the Senate Oil 
Committee. 

A formal statement issued ut 
the White House said that such 
employment “might be an em- 
barrassment to Mr. Gregory and 
perhaps otherwise would be im- 
proper.” 

The White House statement 
said: 

“Mr. Gregory is on his way 
here at the invitation of tho 
President for the purpose ef 
conferring with the President 
in regard to employment in the 
oil lease cases, representing the 
Government, as previously 
stated to the public. In view of 
the statement of Mr. Doheuy 
that Mr. Gregory had been his 
attorney, that employment 
might be an embarrassment to 
Mr. Gregory and perhaps

IN REVENUE UNDER 
GARNER TAX BILL

Plan — Reduction Under 
Treasury Measure $287,- 
814,261.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. — The 
Government would suffer a loss of 
$347.982.491 in revenue with a re- 
duction of taxes as suggested by 
the Democrats against a loss of 
$287,814,261 under the Mellos 
plan, Secretary Mellon informed 
Representative Garner, author of 
the Democratic scheme, without 
comment in estimates submitted 
today. 

The principal loss, the estimate 
pointed out, would be in the rev- 
enue from normal 
which the Garner plan would re- 
duce by $186,257,386, whereas the 
Mellon plan would result in a loss 
of $77,014,854. 

However, the smaller cut in sur- 
taxes proprsed by *“e Democrats 
would result only in a loss of 
$139,803,195, while .the Mellon. 
plan to reduce these taxes to 4a 
maximum of 25 per cent would 
mean a loss of $200,352,243. 

Based on 1921 Returns.

lected. Reductions under the Mel- 
lon plan would save taxpayers on 
incomes of this amount $50,172,- 
577. 

The estimates considered only 
losses in revenue resulting from re- 
duction of income rates. Both 
plans provided for a reduction of 
about $100,000,000 in tne miscel- 
laneous taxes and the House 
Ways and Means Committee al- 
ready has reduced these taxes by 
$103,000,000.

N an effort to discover 
] whether officials of the Gov- 

ernment speculated in  Sin- 
clair stocks prior to the an- 
nouncement that Teapot Dome | 
had been leased by Secretary |

April, 1922, Senator Walsh, 
Democrat, Montana, yesterday 
issued subpenas for the officers 
of Hibbs & Co., a Washington

When Senator La Follette, in 
1922, introduced his resolution 
calling for an investigation of 
the naval oil leases, he told the 
Senate he had information that 
$40,000,000 had been made by 
persons trading in Sinclair 
stocks immediately before the 
announcement that the Teapot 
Dome lease had been secretly 
granted. Evidence hitherto 
brought before the committee 
has indicated that great activity 
in Sinclair stocks at about that 
time. 

Walsh's object was to 
trace these speculations and 
to determine whether any of | 
those who profited were enabled 
to do so through informatiun 
obtained from official sources. | 
The announcement that the | 
lease had been granted to Sin- | 
clair was marked by a consider- | 
able advance ifn the value of | 
Sinclair stocks.

Over a clear track the presi- 
dential special sped ba¢tk to Wash- 
ington, and although he was able 
to walk out of the Union Station 
and. wave his hat-to a Sunday 
morning crowd that gathered to 
see him come home, there was a 
grave development a few days 
later and “he has been able only 
for short periods at a time to ap- 
pear in public.

From. the special train it was 
announced by Dr. Grayson that the 
condition of the distinguished pa- 
tient was due to overwork, fol- 
lowing an attack of influenza while 
the President was at the Paris 
peace conference in the early 
spring of 1919.

STEAMER WRECKED IN. 
THE OHIO: FIVE MISSING 


Mrs. Mary McRéynolds, E. S+. 
Louis, Only Woman Passen- 
ger, Saved With Difficulty.

PADUCAH, Ky., Feb. 1. — Two 


passengers and three negro deck- 
hands were missing today as a re- 
Bult of the wreck of the river 
steamer Thomas C. Powell in the 
Ohjo River at a point near Wil- 
son's Light, eight miles from here, 
last night. Survivors of the wreck, 
landed here by the towboat Maria 
Richardson, told graphic stories of 
the wreck and expressed belief that 


those missing were trapped below 
by an on-rush of water or ‘pinned 
by shifting freight when the’ boat 
listed. 

Shepperd Green, eaptain and pi- 
lot of the Powell, declared the boat 
struck a sunken obstruction while 
moving in mid-channel and sank 
within three minutes. As soon as 
he felt the blow, Capt. Green turned 
the steamer and ran for a sub- 
merged bar. The boat grounded, 
with only the texas deck and the 
top of the pilot house above water. 
The survivors found temporary ref- 
uge on the texas deck and later 
some of fhem were moved ashore 
in the boat’s yawls. 

Mrs. Mary McReynolds of East 
St. Louis, the only woman passen- 
ger, was rescued with difficuity 
after shifting freight had pinned 
her against the side of a cabin. A'! 
lights on board were extinguished 
with the exception of a single oi) 
lantern, and it was bv this dim 
glare,that captain and helpers 
broke through the floor of the tex- 
as deck to rescue Engineer W. E.

James M. Beck spoke, gloomily, 
a day or so ago about progress. 
The occasion was a dinner of the 
Pennsylvania Society and Mr. Beck 
used as evidence a copy of the New 
York Times of that date and an 
issue of the same paper of precisely 
25 years ago. On the evidence Mr. 
Beck reported that there was no 
progress or very little. 

He found that the old newspaper 
represented a more desirable state 
of mind on the part of the public. 
Perhaps there was a certain intent 
of self-sacrifice in his speech, 
though he was too modest to admit 
it. He may well have been looking 
forward to the dinner of the Penn- 
sylvania Society in 1948 and mak- 
ing it possible for some speaker in 
that year to report undoubted 
progress on the basis of newspaper 
evidence. For in 1948, some one at 
the nead table will rise with a cur- 
rent newspaper in his hands and 
say, “Since the bleak, dreary, pif- 
fling days of 1925, thought in the 
United States has been distinctly 
onthe upgrade. I havein my hand 
a copy of the New York Times of 
this same date 25 years ago and J 
find that it devotes no less than 
three columns to a dull and poorly 
informed speech by one James M. 
Beck. The newspaper is truly the 
mirror of the public mind and to- 
day I am glad to state the com- 
munity is concerned with matters 
of more importance.” 


There simply can be no argu- 
ment over the fact that the modern 
newspaper is far more internation- 
ally minded than 25 years ago. Not 
only the volume but the percentage 
of foreign news has vastly in- 
creased. An election in England, a 
Cabinet upheaval in France, is cov- 
ered witha minuteness which would 
have been startling to @n editor of 
an older generation. It might jn- 
terest Mr. Beck to turn to that is- 
sue of the New York Times which 
chronicled the murder of the Arch- 
duke, which subsequently set Eu- 
rope ablaze, and he will find that 
the story of that event was report- 
ed in not more than 400 words in 
an obscure inside corner of the 
newspaper. And this was no longer 
ago than 1914. 


“Possibly,”’ said Mr. Beck, “noth- 
Ing better illustrates the degener- 
acy of taste than the fact that a 
quarter of a century ago men still 
enjoyed Sir John Falstaff. Today 
itis Andy Gump. The two Dromi- 
os of the ‘Comedy of Errors’ are 
now almost forgotten, but éach day 
we have the monotonous banalities 
of ‘Mutt and Jeff.’ ”’

ORCHESTRA EXCELS IN. 


~ALL-RUSSIAN CONCERT 


Other Works Form Most 
Pleasing Program of Season. 


BY RICHARD L. STOKES. 
| el the Symphony Orchestra’‘s 

tenth program of the season, 
presented at the Odeon last night 
and this afternoon, homage was 
paid to the musical genius of Rus- 
sia. Refreshing to state, this was 
an all-Russian selection without a 
single note by Tschaikowsky. The 
composers represented were Sergei 
Rachmaninoff, Nicholas Rimsky- 
Korsakoff, Anatole Liadoff and 
Alexander Glazounoff, 

Mr. Ganz distinguished himself 
not only as a program-maker, but 
asa leader. The orchestra for once 
—thanks in part to two weeks of 
rehearsal instead of the usual one 
—sounded like a band of first rank. 
It was easily the most successful 
concert of the present season, and 
probably of the director’s three 
vears of service here. An audience 
of gratifying dimensions last night 
rejoiced exceedingly; and some of 


it was over, that there had been 
no soloist. 

Rachmaninoff was 
by his colossal Symphony in E 
Minor, No. 2, Op. 27; hearing it 
again, one felt more than ever that 
this gaunt and haggard Slav, now 
become an American by residence, 
has only one rival among living 
composers—Richard Strauss. Here 
is no brilliant but artless child, 
like Tschaikowsky, prattling his 
joys and screaming his pains; but 
an adult man, whose grave, philo- 
'sophic intellect renders his keen 
emotions with a poignancy all the 
more intense because of their sober 
restraint. 

A Classical Russian. 

To the writer Rachmaninoff 
once remarked that he considered 
himself as old-fashioned as Haydn. 
His symphony has the severe logic, 
the chaste and rigorous architec- 
ture, of the classics, But he is also 
a Russian. So he has in addition 
a racial faculty for passion, and a 
racial gift for orchestral painting. 

The performance of this weighty 
and significant work was: one of 
the orchestra’s most triumphal 
feats. Mr. Ganz had the symphony 
at his finger-tips: there was scarce- 
ly a measure without some mark 
of study and analysis. There was 
tremendous power, with never a 
hint of extravagance; there was in- 
finite pliancy, without crumbling. 
Perhaps not every depth of emo- 
tion in the Adagio was fathomed; 
but the three other movements 
came near realizing Meredith’s def- 
inition of the classical—‘‘revelry in 
sobriety, containment in exulta- 
tion.”’

Plause as followed the conclusion 
of this work. The director was re- 
called from the wings once and 
then again; he caused the orches- 
tra to rise; he retired, and was 
summoned once more. 

Other Works on the Program. 

The program as a whole was 
characterized by the old principle 
underlying a work of art—unity in 
variety. Nothing could be more 
different from Rachmaninoff’s 
symphony than two excerpts from 
Rimsky-Korsakoff’s opera, ‘‘Le coq 
d’or:” or Liadoff's fascinating and 
piquant bit of humor, “Kikimo- 
ra,.”’ a legend for orchestra; or 
Glazounoff’s Strauss-like Valse de 
concert, in D Major. Diverse as 


they were, all of the numbers had! 


Russian vitality and freshness: and 
the singular Russian faculty for 
orchestral writing. 

The selections from ‘“‘The Golden 
Cock,’’ played here for the first 
timé, were the Introduction to the 
opera and the third-act Wedding 
Procession of King Dodon. The 
musie bore the auditors to an en- 
chanted and monstrous land, with 
roosters which crow prophecies of 
the future, astrologers, mysterious 
and langourous Queens from the 
| Orient, dwarfs, giants, cyclops and 
_portents from all ends of the earth. 

What would one not give to 
know that wondrous and diverting 
legend told in Liadoff’s music 
the magician Kater Bjam by the 
witch Kikimora?—she who is as 
thin as a straw and black as a 
coal, with a head no larger thana 
thimble; and who day and night 
plies both spinning wheel and 
tongue. Perhaps, after those 
mocking accents of the Enstish 
horn and the squeal of the piccolo 
at the end, it is just as well that 
the fable remains disguised.

Vetgran of the Civil War, bearer

trict of Columbia, Chipman had a 
varied career. 

He enlisted in Company H, Sec- 
ond Jowa Infantry in April, 1361, 
two years after he had been ad- 
mitted to the bar. He was appoint- 
ed Lieutenant of Company H and 
was elected by the officers Major. 
He was wounded at Fort Donelson, 
but recovered. After the hattle of 
Shiloh, in which he participatec, 
he was promoted to the rank of 
Colonel and became Adjutant Aid 
de Camp on the staff of Major- 
(;eneral Halleck. 

In the winter of 1863-64 he was 
transferred to Washington, where 
he served in the War Department 
under Secretary Stanton until the 
close of the war. During this time 
he performed a special service as 
bearer of dispatches to command- 
ers in the field. He was with Lin- 
coln when the Gettysburg address 
was delivered. 

Iie was appointed Secretary of 
the District of Columbia by Presi- 
dent Grant, when the district was 
given a territorial form of govern- 
ment, He served two terms as 
representative in Congress for the 
district from 1871-1875. 

It was while serving as adjutant- 
general of the Grand Army of the 
Republic on the staff of Gen. John 
A. Logan, commander in chief, in 
1868, that he wrote the order cre- 
ating Memorial day. For a number 
of years after he moved to Califor- 
nia he was president of the Califor- 
nia State Board of Trade. In 1906 
he was clected to the California Ap- 
pellate Court bench.

Illinois Central System Shows Why Railroads 4 
Are Interested in Tax Revision 


Proposals for reductions and readjustments of federal tax levies have been made. 
While there may be differences of opinion as to' method, there can be no doubt about 
the wisdom of lightening and equalizing this burden of governmental expense which 
is felt by every parson in the country. 


This tax burden is borne by those who often do not realize that they pay taxes at 
all. It has been estimated that one dollar out of every six spent by consumers goes for 
taxes—federal, state, county and municipal. Taxes, because they enter into the cost of 
production, are in the food we eat, the clothes we wear, the’ rent we pay. 

Every business man who has any control over his selling prices adds his taxes to 
his operating costs, then not infrequently adds a little more to make it even money and 
passes the total on to his patrons. Taxes upon buildings are paid in the end by rents: | 
Taxes paid by manufacturers and distributors are passed on to the consumer. As tax . J 
burdens increase the cost of living they create a demand for increased wages, and in- 
creased wages in turn are reflected in higher prices paid by everyone. Taxes are a — 
part of the cost of conducting every form of business, and they inevitably form a part — 
of the prices established for the goods or services produced in every field of productive - 
industry. Regardless of who pays the taxes in the first instance, in the end they are paid 

eby farmers, business men, mechanics, laborers and all other classes of our population. 


Indirect taxes are paid by more persons than direct taxes. Among those who pay 
indirect taxes are the patrons of the railroads. Taxes the railroads pay are & part of . 
the cost of supplying transportation service and must be borne by the public in freight — 
and passenger rates. Railway taxes in 1923 amounted to $330,000,000, 5.2 per cent of — 
their gross earnings, or almost exactly $3 for every man, woman and child in the United. - 
States. But the $330,000,000 paid by the railroads in 1923 for taxes represented only - 
their direct taxes. Indirect taxes enter into the costs of all materials and suppliesused — 
by the railroads in their operation and are necessarily passed on to their patrons. 


There are now extant more than $12,000,000,000 of tax-exempt securities. Aside from 
the fact that such securities allow part of our population to evade income taxation, the 
attractiveness of such investments has caused railway investment to appear unattrac- 
tive by comparison. To the extent that the ready sale of tax-exempt securities encour- 
ages civic extravagance, it increases taxation in general and tends to saddle undue bur- 
dens upon the public. To the extent that such sale helps to keep capital out of the rail- 
roads, it. prevents the railroads from installing. the modern facilities that increase effi-
